HERBAS an unhappy difpute has fubfifted be- 
W tween fome of the citizens of the ftate of 
New-York, and the people inhabiting the territery 


called the New-Hampfhire Grants, er State of Ver- - 


mont : And it being probable from the prefent dif- 
pofition of the partics, that the fame centroverfy 
may be recommenced to the great diftrefs and cala- 
mity ef all concerned therein, and there being great 
reafon te fear that fome of the citizens of this com- 
monwealth, who live on the bordera of the faid State 
ot Vermont, may, by iacantioufly intermadling with 
the contention, involve themfelves .and families in 
that diftreis which is at all times the confequeace of 
civil diffentions, unlefs care is taken to prevent it. 

I have therefore, at the requeft of the General 
Court, thought fit to iffue this proclamation, com- 
*' manding and enjoining it upon all the citizens cf this

folutions were adopted, or fimilar ones agreed upon 
by all the olt'colonies on the continent, The go: 
vernment of Britain might have by this time perceiV- 
ed that a people df fuch a Spartan ftare were not tO 
bs eafily frighsened into compliance with fufpieiou*; 
or arpitràry aQs-of the legiflature, where “they had 
none to, seprefent them, A people that have as 
much public virtuc- as to become unfathionable, for 
the fake of preferving the rights of the communiiy, 
& can reftrain their paffions & appetites for the fake 
of their country, are not eafily to be driven. tc-com- 
plíance with acts they conceive.to be unreafonable. 
hatever may be the errers or miftakesin the con- 
du& of the colonifts, aud however far théy may have 
acted wrong ia fome particulars, yet they have fhewn 
a fteadincís of principle and pra&ice, that has at 
leaft the appearance of virtue, and which their ene- 
mies muft admire, thoapa their pride would not iuf- 
fer them to acknewledge it, SAR da : 
What had lately ieritated both parties in the dif- 
pute, was the proceedings of the affenibly. at New- 
York, and the a&s of the Britifh patlisment, made 
in conféquence thereof. It had been appointed by 
parliament in the lait feflion, chat the people of New- 
ork fhould provide for the King’s troops, according

falagt. By fuch uppofition of conduát; thie leading  " 
actors on both fidés grew more and more warm in . 
their difpofition, and {carcely couldyeftrain them{elveg ' 
within the bounds of decency and temper, The 
Apeeches of each party were often uncharitable, and. - 
recrimimating, and expreffed more the fpiritof party ' 
thas liberality of featiment, becoming contenders 
for liberty and the rights of mankind, = ^ . 
We are now approaching to the beginning of an - 
year that is crowned with incidents, and teams with ,, 
tranfactions of the greatelt importance. The {pirita 
of the colonies were now agitated to a degree of ens 
thufiafm for their liberties, and they confidered every 
now á& of parliament as a freh attack: upon their 
. freedom, and an infult to their underftacding. Up. | 
on the eleventh of February, 1768, the affembly of 
Maffachufetts bay fent a eircula? letter, figned by 
their fpeaker to all the other colonies in North A- 
merica, The defign of this lester, was to thew 
the dangerous tendency of thejlate a&s of parliament, _ 
to reprefent (hem as unconftitutional, and te propofe ` 
a common union among the colonies in the purfuit of - 
all legal mcafures to prevent their effe&, on an har- 
mony in their applications to government, to obtain 
a repeal of them. It alfo largely fets forth their.cos- 
Hitutional rights es Englith fubjes ; all of which 
they áflücm were infringed by thefe new laws, ae 
At this period, and for fome years before the af- 
fembly of Maffachufetts bay and their governor had 


'. alot differed in their opinion upon every fubje&, 


* which had been the occafion of continual altercation, .. 
’ This altercation was carried on with great afperity 
` dn both fides, and both parties ieemed more atten- 
tive to keenefs of expreffion, and. feverity in their 
replies, than to the propriety of meafures, or the ad- 
vantages of civil government, Thefe difpuies fo 
foured the tempers of she parties, that it was not eafy 
for them tà purfue meafures in Coune&icut, without’ 
ftewinga tempet inconfiftert with mutual confi- 
deace. .Governor Bernard was confidered as a per- 
fon Who was locking up to the (overeign, for a dig- 
nity which his pride fuggefted to him: he deforved, 
and for that reafon, was more careful to pleafo the mis 
niftty, then to Rudy the real advantage of the colony, 
He had thewn an imperious fliffnefs in his behavior, , 
which did aot fait ihe temper of a people that were 
exceeding jealous of their liberty. His anfwcrs to 
their petitions requetts were formal, arbitrary, and 
willfully difobliging; and inftead of endeavouring 
ta foften the tempers of the affembly already fufici- 
ently rankled avd over heated, he added fuel to the 
flame, by talking of prerogative, and the determina. 
tion of the fovereign to fupport his dignity. It was 
Rtrongly fufpected that the royal determination des, 
peaded much upon.the reprefentation that he had given 
of the colonifts, and that the minifterial. vangeace 
proceeded in a great mogfure from the pattial ac- 
counts of the temper of the people reprefented in his 
Jetteza tq thé miniffers of tate: _ i PI 
A letter which the governor received from the 
Earl of Shelburne, one of the principal fecretaries ef 
ftate, and which coatained fame févsre firictures on 
‘the behavior of the colonies, and the conduct of the 
Maffachufetts affembly, was, by the order of the ga- 
vernor, and according to its origina) defign, read to 
that body by their fecretary. ‘This produced great 
debates im the affembly, when feveral fevere things: 
were faid, with very little temper, and obfervations 
'miade, nat quite confiftent with the dignity of füch:a - 
meeting. It was alleged im thofe debates, that Lord 
Shelburne’s [otter proceeded upon topics which the^ 
goveraor gane Uns of the colonies had foggeft- 
ed ; ànd tbat the feverity of the {ecretary’s letter 
took its rile from a mifreprefentation of facts, given 
by the governor in his difpatches to the minifiry.

Tt 
wis declared ii Lord EfülfDorough's leitér, that his 
Majetty confidgred the colidu& of the’ afledbly of 
Bofton 23 of the mro dad gérdüs and facticus tënden- 
cy, calculated'to inflafne "te m 
promote dn’ tiwartanisble ébinbimation ; to’ excite 
an oper oppafitiin to, and ‘dential of the dathority of 
parliament, and to fübveit the"true'priticiples of the 
conitisorion'; aud "that. his ^ Majeity ‘expected, from 
the known affection "of the" relgecive "affembliés, 
that they woüld daféat'thi» flagitioné*attempr'to 'dif- 
turb the public pesce, ad, treas it with the contempt 
it deferved, by taking no nosice of it: ” 
Another ‘letter of the fame date was fent ‘to Go- 
veradr Bernard, in which the fame exceptions are 
made to the circular letter, it is there affirmed, 
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at the exd'of the feffion, and in which the affembly 
i+ departed from that {piris of prüdence aad telpe& "to 
| _sthe conftitutions which féamediohave infusnced 
$ the majority oF its members in a full koufe, aŭd at 
the beginning of the feffion ; from hence his Majef- 
ty could nor but confiderit as a very unfair proceed- 
inp, aad to have been carried by futprife through 
tlie boufa of reprefentatives.’ It was then réquired in 
‘his Majefty’s mamie, that the new alfembly would re» 
fcind the tefslution which pave exiftence to the pir- 
“cular letter, aud declare their difapprobation of, and 
diffent'to To rath and haty a proceeding : That as 
his. Mijefty had the Falléft reliance on the affections 
of his fubjetts of Maffadhufetts bayyhe had the bet- 
ter groond to'hope, that the attempts made by a def- 
perste faction, to difturb ‘the’ public’ tranquility, 
would be difccuntenancéd, and that the execution of

liamest, ‘Fhe whole of thofe tequifitions, made by 
the government of Britain üpon this colany, were 
osnfidersd by the coloniis asthe effects of she mif. 
ntatlons of their own governor, who, asha, 
9 ruis ovir them with:an arbitrary power, 
ked at their oppofition, and therefore re- 
dthem ro the King dad the miniftry as a 


` perverfe and. factions fet of people that would be rue 


led-by no law, and defpiled all government. 

The affembly gave no. anlwer tothe gavernar’s 
fequelt, till his patience was ‘almolt worn out, and he 
was obliged to fend a mefiage to them, to urge their 
compliance with the King’s demands." In aefwer to 
this meffage, they applied for a recefs, that they 
might bave,an opportenity to comfült, amd advife 
with their cohftituents upon the occafion, This was 
what the governor knew. would be of no fervice to his 
{cheme, but would rather add fuel to the fire that 
was already kindl:d ; hetherefore refufed their re- 
queft. Upon which they putthe queftion, for re- 
Ícinding the refolution cf the Jaf affembly, ‘which - 
paffed in the negative, by a divifion of ninety, two to. 
fevanteen, "This thews. how badly the fecretary had 
been informed concerning the temper of the majori- 
ty, when he affirmed, that the meafüre'had been car- 
ried in s.thin meeting, contrary £o the opinion of the 
majority, who were abfent,... appears ta bs a-com- 
man infirmity, prevailing among. men of all ranks to 
believe, at-leaft on ocean à te affirm, what ig molt 
agreeable to sheir’ own inclinations and intereíls, 
however little evidence they have for their condu&, 

Theaffsmb]y-then refdlved io write a letter to 
Lord Hiliíborough, and an anfwer to the Goyerner. 
In both thefe letters, they endeavour to vindicate the 
conduct of the lakt affembly, as. well a» the prefent, 


"and deny the charges brought agaift them, of carry- 


ing the refalution by furprife in a thin meeting of 
the affembly, and affirm ew the contrary; that the re- 


‘folution for a circular lotter was paffed in a full lefi- 


on, and-by à great majority, they alfa defended the 
legalty of that meafure, and affirmed that it was the 
inhereat right of al] (abjeds,to.patition the King, ei- 
ther jointly or feperately, fer a redrefs: of. -grievane 
ces, -Ín regard tothe refcinding the refolution, it was 
obferved, that to {peak in the file, of the common 
law, it was Rot mow extcufery, but-to-all intents and 
porpofes executed: That the -circular letters had 

cen fent, and many of.chem anfwered: That byth 
had appeared in: the public--papers, and chat they 
could now aswell refoind the letters asthe refolves 
on which they, were founded, and that both woùld be 
equally fruitle(s, In the letter 46 the’ fecretary of 
fate, they inadé feveral ftri&tures with preat- freedom 
on.the satureof-ghe requifition;.and ailedged that it 
was uncorititational, and ‘without a .precedent, to 


. command a free allembly, on pain ofits exiftence, to 


refcind any, refalution, much lefs that of œ former 
how(e, They complained greatly.) of. the bafe | 
and wicked reprefentasions..that- muf have been 
made to his Majsky, to-caufe'himito confider.a mesa 
fure perfectly legal and conditional, and which on- 
ly tended to lay the grievances of the fubjette bsfore 
the throne, as of an inlátmimatory mature; teading:.to 
create unwarranteble combinations, and toexcite an 
oppofitioh to che authority of ‘parliament,’ which are 
the terms in which it is defcribed in the letter. ‘Thay | 
concluded with the warmeft exproffions of: loyalty . 
and the ftrongelt remonítrances agsinft the late laws. : 
They ware at the fame tima preparing a petition 10 
the King for removal.of their governor,io which they ; 
bring misny heavy. charges agaioít bim; that -wero 
urged with great vehemepcy and expreflzd in very 
firong terms, But before they had finiflied this pe~ 
titión, the governor took care to diffolve the affem- 
bly. The affemblies in Ainerica wert now becomes 


fomething like the Englith parlianenta inthe reign 


of Charles the firft, by no means tractable to the call 
of the court and fovercign : for which realon they 
were continually diffolved, But they were Rill as fi- 
milar in their cafes, the new aflemblies were as tena- 
cious of their rights as the old ones, and‘ taok up 
the grievances where the former affemblies left chem, 
and began with new remon(lramces : while thee 
matters were warmly purfued-in the colonies, and 
their áffemblies continually diffolved, the grand af- 
fombly of Britain continued unfheken by the whole 
force of petitions and remonftrances could mot pro- 
cure a diffolution of parliament. 

The cireular letters which had been written by the 
fecretary of ftate to the other colonies, were atiended. 
with as little fuccefs as that which was fent to Bofton, 
The aflemblies of the other colonies wrote anfwers 10: 
that of Meffachufests Bay, which were received by 
the late Speaker, in which they exprefs the higheit 
‘aad warmeft approbation of their condadt, anda ficm 
refolution to concar:with their meafures, Some of 
the colonies alfo addreífed the Sécresary of State, and 
juttified the meafares takea by the affembly at Bof. 


ton, and alfo animadverted with great freedom upon 


feveral pallages in the requifition contained in his det- 
In the mean time, feveral of them éntered in- 
to réfolutions, net to import-or purchafe any Englifh 


goods, except what ware already ordered for the en- ,

attention being paid to the new laws,or to che quilom ~ 


houle regulations, Upon the feizare being made, 
the officers made a fignal to the Romaey man of 
wat, and her boats were fent manned & armed, who

cut away the mafls of the (loop, and conveyed her . 


under the protection of the man of war. Ths pep- 
ple; having áffembled in great multitudes upon this 
cccafion, pelted ihe commiffioners of the cultoma 
with Rones, broke one of their fwords, and treated - 
them in. other refpeats with great outrage after 
which they attacked their houfes, broke the windows 
and hauled the col:ectors boat to the commos, and 
burnt ít to afhes, The officers of the caftoms upon 
this outrage, took fhelter aboard the man of wir, 
from whence they removed to. caftle Williem, where 
they refumed the fun&ions of their office, This 
'tranfa&tion ‘occafiqned ‘faveral towa mertinps; ia 
which a remonftrance was prefented to the Gover. 
nor, wherein they claimed rights direétly oppofite to 
the new laws of the Britith legiflature,; and demand- 
ed thatthe povetnor would iffue an order for the dee - 
partare of his Majefty’s hip ont ‘of the harbour. 
The minds of the people were now g-éacly irritated, 
they perceived that the new laws would be enforced 
by every exertion of the King and parliament, and as 
they difputed the right of the Britilh. legiflsture to 
impofe fuch Jaws upon thew, when they have mo 
fhare.thersin, they looked upon themfclves as op- 
prefed by aa unwarrantable authority, heir fpi- 
rite wore now wrought up to a degree of enthufiafm, 
which led them to thofe acts of outrage which men 
are ready to fall into, when they are bereaved ^ of 
what they believe to be their natural sights, There 
i$ no queftioa but ‘he leaders in the oppofition ne- 
gleed no arts that they thought neceffary to inflame 
the*minds of the people, which when once they 
were wrought to a very high pitch, couid nct even be 
refrained by the aushority of tbufe who had inf am= 
ed them In che fervor of controverfy, it is difficult 
for mew. to reftrain thir paffions, or to obferve a prg- 
er decency ín expeffiug tham. The. writer of the 
iftoncal.part.of the A«anal Regifter obferves, that 
*5 their public writers.as well às fpzakers were ge- 
‘© nerally.very intemperate, and a-cerisia file and 
*! manner was Introduced, which feemed peculiar to 
** themfelves, und too ridiculous for ferious compofi- 
* tion". Iris eafy for {uch as do nor immediately 
feel the pain which others igffer, to account their be- 
havionr, ridiculous in the paroxifar of their diftemper 5 
but provided they were in their fituation, their beha.~ 
vior Would prübnblg be. as ridigulons. There is a 
warmshof zea thateppsarsia their compofitions, as 
will hsppen in all cafes when men are in earneft, but 
at the fame time, a due refpect to the characters they 
are addieffing ; and unlefs men’s eyes are blinded ' 
throngh a felfith prejudice, they mutt be obliged to 
contel, that fo far as the pea has been empleyed in 
this controver[y, the coloni(ts have made no contemp- 
tiblo figure, ‘There 1s an inconfiftency that has beer, 
urged sgainlt fome of their. publieations, ** that whoa 
s oa one hand, they feem to forget their dependen- 
s; cy as colonies, and affume the cene of dilting and 
** original Rates; ou the other band, they claim. all 
*& the benefi of the Baglith conftttation, dnd the 
t: highed rights of Engilithmen, but forget that it 
<s is their dependence which can entitle them to any 
*€ (bare of thole rights and benefits." In this there 
dees not appear.fo great inconfitency as fome do i= 
magine, As members of the empire, and fubjads of 
the fame,foverziga, they are mutually. dependent, as 
other fubjects are upon government and the conftitu- 
tion 3 but then they certainly are entitled to fome 
fhate- with their breshren in the legillature, otherwife 
they differ nothing from faves- We (hall fee after- 
wards what they fay for themfelves, and what their 
mof fanggine eppofets have faid agsintt them, when 
the reader fhall be loft to judge fur himfelf concerns 
ing the conclufions neceffary to be drawn, 
A report that their petition to the King had not 


-been delivered by the fecretary of fate exafperawd 


them greatly, [t was faid that. the petition waa re. 
fufud to be received at London, becaufe the agent 
had not proper authority, and beceafe the governor 
had not figned it. . Tne.diffolution of their alfetibly 
had eocreaísd their fufpicion, & the affair of feizing 
the floop had confirmed them, -They were therefore 
now inva very. ill temper, and fhewed their indi gaa- 
tion without.tauch reftzaint, {tjs no wonder, in fuch 
aa agitation of temper, that magy outrages were 
comniitted,., When the piflions of men are over- 
heáted, it Ía no! eafy to make them litem to cool 
reafonings , \
